rhis  Index  to  the  Swedish  Pioneer  Historical  Quarterly  and 
the  Swedish-American  Historical  Quarterly  spans  the  time  period 
1950-2002,  and  covers  Volume  1  through  Volume  53.  Despite  the 
slightly  differing  publication  names,  this  Quarterly  is  indeed  the 
same  journal  throughout  the  time  period;  the  publication’s  name 
changed  to  Swedish-American  Historical  Quarterly  in  1982  begin¬ 
ning  with  Vblume  33.  The  Swedish-American  Historical  Quarterly 
is  the  leading  publication  in  its  field  that  documents  and  interprets 
Swedish  immigration  to  and  the  Swedish  presence  in  America. 

The  Quarterly  has  been  published  throughout  this  half- 
century  span  of  time  by  the  Swedish-American  Historical  Society, 
formerly  the  Swedish  Pioneer  Historical  Swiety.  The  Scxiety 
changed  its  name  in  1983  to  match  the  Quarterly’s  name  change.  The 
Society  maintains  its  office  and  archives  at  North  Park  University  in 
Chicago. 

The  Quarterly  had  two  predecessor  publications  from  1905 
to  the  early  1930s,  both  published  by  the  Swedish  Historical  Society 
of  America.  This  organization  (which  originally  was  also  named  the 
Swedish-American  Historical  Society,  but  stxm  changed  its  name) 
published  its  Yearbook  from  1907  until  1928  and  then  the  Swedish- 
American  Historical  Bulletin  Uom  1928  until  1932.  Quarterly 
first  began  publication  in  1950,  18  years  after  the  final  issue  of  the 
Swedish-American  Historical  Bulletin. 

The  current  Society  produced  an  index  in  1969  of  the  first 
twenty  years  of  the  Quarterly.  This  index  had  some  limitations  in 
scope,  has  long  been  out  of  print,  and  is  now  more  than  three  decades 
out  of  date.  During  the  celebrations  surrounding  the  50'*‘  anniversary 
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of  the  Swedish-American  Historical  Society,  the  board  of  directors 
recognized  the  need  to  produce  a  new  cumulative  index  to  the 
Quarterly.  This  document  is  the  result. 

'I'his  new  Index  consists  of  three  main  parts;  a  bibliographic 
section  of  author  entries  for  all  the  articles  and  book  reviews  that 
have  appeared  m  the  Quarterly,  more  than  100  authors  have  w  ritten 
only  book  reviews  for  the  Quarterly,  and  this  section  includes  these 
contributions  as  well  as  the  longer  articles.  A  second  lengthy  section 
consists  of  subject  and  keyword  entries  (including  personal  names, 
place  names,  topics,  etc.),  and  a  final  section  lists  all  of  the  560+ 
btxiks  that  the  Quarterly  has  reviewed  during  this  half-century,  a 
reflection  of  the  rich  scholarship  and  literature  in  this  field. 

In  compiling  this  new  publication,  I  indexed  every  article 
and  every  Liditor’s  Corner  column  (after  this  feature  began  appearing 
in  1975),  as  well  as  information  from  various  news  columns  relating 
to  the  history  of  the  Swedish-American  Historical  StKiety  itself.  I 
indexed  personal  and  place  names  only  if  they  play  ed  an  important 
role  in  the  article  in  which  they  appeared,  or  if  those  names  played  a 
larger  role  in  the  broad  scope  of  Swedish-American  history.  In 
addition  to  indexing  personal  and  place  names,  I  also  included  many 
topical  entry  terms  like  “ethnic  identity  ”  or  “assimilation”  that  will 
hopefully  further  aid  the  serious  researcher  and  casual  reader  alike  in 
finding  information  in  the  Quarterly’s  rich  collection  of  articles. 

Because  of  the  sheer  volume  of  published  material  in  more 
than  200  issues  of  the  Quarterly,  I  could  not  index  every  personal 
name  and  every  place  name  as  the  1969  index  had  done.  Space  also 
did  not  permit  indexing  the  many  personal  names  that  appeared  for 
more  than  twenty  years  in  Nils  William  Olsson’s  excellent  Personal 
Honeer  History  columns  that  ran  in  the  Quarterly  from  1958-1980, 
or  most  of  the  information  that  appeared  in  various  News  and  Notes 
columns  through  the  years. 

Alphabetizing  in  the  Index  follows  the  usual  American 
practice,  so  that  the  Swedish  letters  a,  a,  and  o  are  treated  as  if  they 
were  the  English  vowels  a,  a,  and  o  respectively.  Hyphenated  entry 
words  like  “Swedish-American”  are  alphabetized  as  if  they  were 
“Swedish  American.” 

H.  Arnold  Barton’s  bibliography  of  articles  published  in  the 
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Quarterly  (which  appeared  as  ‘T/ze  Swedish- American  Historical 
Quarterly  Bibliography  of  Articles  1950-2002,”  54  [1]:  5-54) 
provided  the  basis  for  the  author  entries  section  of  this  Index,  and  I 
appreciate  both  Arnold’s  work  in  compiling  that  bibliography  as  well 
as  its  use  as  the  foundation  for  this  section. 

The  following  people  reviewed  drafts  of  the  Index,  and  I 
gratefully  acknowledge  their  assistance;  Philip  J.  Anderson,  H. 

Arnold  Barton,  Ron  Johnson,  Eric  Lund,  Byron  Nordstrom,  and  Julia 
Kelly  of  the  University  of  Minnesota  Libraries.

Dag  Blanck  of  both  Uppsala  University  and 
the  Swenson  Swedish  Immigration  Research  Center  at  Augustana 
College  proofread  the  Index  carefully  and  provided  many  detailed 
improvements.  And  Mariann  Tiblin,  long-time  Scandinavian  bibli¬ 
ographer  at  the  University  of  Minnesota  Libraries,  gave  her  enthusi¬ 
astic  support  to  this  project,  as  well  as  her  professional  expertise  and 
advice,  all  of  which  have  significantly  improved  the  Index. 

The  Swedish-American  Historical  Stx:iety  will  also  create  an 
electronic  version  of  this  Index  that  w  ill  be  searchable  and  updated 
periodically.  The  Society’s  web  site  (www.sw'edishamericanhist.org) 
will  post  the  most  current  information  about  this  electronic  version. 

As  a  modest  nonprofit  organization,  the  Swedish-American 
Historical  Society  has  established  a  remarkable  record  of  prcxlucing 
and  publishing  the  Quarterly  for  more  than  half  a  century.  I  encour¬ 
age  every  reader  to  support  the  Swedish-American  Historical  Society 
with  a  membership  contribution  or  other  financial  support.  In  this 
way,  the  Society’s  strong  tradition  of  publishing  the  Quarterly, 
books,  and  other  materials  may  continue  for  another  half-century  or 
more.
